YALE WINS. 


Harvard a Length Behind and 


Columbia Way In the Rear. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


NEW LONDON, Ct., June 27.—This morn- 


ing's boat race between the freshman 
crews of the three great colleges was one 
of the most exciting in the history of col- 
lege boat racing. 
It was the hardest 


freshman race ever seen here, and was the 
closest race ever seen in this place, where 
so many oarsmen of college crews have 
met in contests of brawn and endurance. 


Columbia took the lead at the start but 


Harvard passed her within the first 100 
yards, and held the lead until just as the 
mile post was passed. Yale then secured 
a slight lead, but Harvard apparently 
pulled ahead again ,and retained the first 
place until near the end of the second 
mile. Then Yale made a splendid spirt 
and finished winner by a boat length. Of- 
ficial time: Yale, 10.28; Harvard, 10.33; 
Columbia, 11.18]. 


A gay crowd of spectators watched the 


race from the banks of the river and small 
boats. When Yale pulled ahead at the 
last moment, the cheering of Yale's 
friends was deafening. 


Yale pulled a uniform thirty-eight 


strokes; Harvard forty to forty-one, and 
Columbia thirty-eight.

Less than a length separated the Yale 


j and Harvard boats during the entire con- 


j test. Most of the time their prows cufr-

time was the fastest made by freshmen 
crews on theThames in years,though it was 
not a record breaker. Columbia finished 
fifteen lengths in the rear, but her poor 
showing was entirely excusable. At the 
end of the first mile her bow oarlock 
broke and Capt. Pierpont was obliged to 
stop.

An Attractive Exhibition of Excellent 


School Work at St. Joseph's Hall. 


The exhibition of the work of the pu- 


pils of St. Joseph's school opened in St. 
Joseph's hall this morning. Both in the' 
excellence of the work and the taste 
shown in the display the exhibit ranks 
high and is one of the best ever made in 
the town. The visitor is pleasantly im- 
pressed on entering the hall by meeting 
two national flags and an artistically let- 
tered placard having the word "Wel- 
come." On the landings above, before 
the exhibit is reached, there are more 
flags and some palms. At the entrance to 
the rooms where the exhibit is there are 
potted plants, pictures and flags very 
tastefully arranged. The rooms in which 
the work is exhibited are very pleasant. 
The work is tacked upon the walls, spread 
out on tables and hung upon pyramid- 
like structures erected in the mid- 
dle of the rooms. The whole is very 
neat and attractive. 
There are cor- 


ners devoted to Longfellow, Washington 
and other great men of history and litera- 
ture. Pictures of these men illustrate the 
work, which is excellent exercises in his- 
tory, biography and English. 


The geography department 
contains 


many fine maps and very good written 
work. In physiology there is some fine 
work also. One drawing noticeable in this 
department above the others is that of a 
stomach as it would look in different 
stages of alcoholism. The entire drawing 
work is very fine. There are quite a num- 
ber of free hand drawings on the black- 
boards which would deserve special men- 
tion. A portrait of Rev. Father Burke's 
dog by one of the pupils is very lifelike. 
The nature work by the little children is 
very interesting. The departments of 
arithmetic, physics and bookkeeping will 
strongly attract the visitor, especially the 
department of 
bookkeeping. All the 


work of the primary grades is made more 
interesting to the pupils by object lessons. 
This and the piinciple of corelation is 
clearly shown in the exhibit. The exhibit 
may be called the first the school has 
ever made. The work can stand compari- 
son with the work of the public schools. 
There is evidence of great care and thor- 
oughness throughout the whole. Eev. 
Father Burke, his assistants, the Sisters of 
St. Joseph and St. Francis parish have 
every reason to be proud of the efficiency 
of their schools.

where over 300 enjoyed a bountiful dinner. 
On the elevated platform were seated 
President Carter, Senator Hoar of Wor- 
cester; George A. Davison, '45, of New 
York; Judge James M. Barker, '60, of 
Pittsfield; 
Professor Eaymon, 
'66, of 


Princeton college; Martin I. Townshend, 
'33, of Troy; Dr. Patterson of Rochester 
Theological seminary and Rev. Dr. Robert 
J. Kent, '77, of New York. When the 
dinner was over President Carter made 
one of his characteristic and witty after- 
dinner speeches, curiously and ingeniously 
comparing the process of education in the 
colleges abroad and in this country, 
amusing the audience with intermingled 
short stories. With a fitting tribute to a 
man foremost in scholarship and integrity, 
he introduced the honored guest of the 
day, United States Senator Hoar of Wor- 
cester who said in substance: 


"Williams college is truly an honor to 


the state, and has always been regarded as 
the frontier post on the out-post of the 
New York frontier. It is a fortunate insti- 
tution, as first from its Arcadian position 
among the Berkshire hills, came such men 
as Mark Hopkins, the first and greatest of 
American teachers, President Garfleld, 
President G. Stanley Hall, '67, of Clark 
university, the leader of the university 
extension; Colonel Archibald Hopkins, 
'62, a recognized leader at the bar, and 
that inspiring preacher, Rev. Dr. Merriam, 
'61, of Springfield. 
Williams 
college 


is a fountain of common sense and 
its foremost workers seemed imbued with 
the spirit of Jonathan Edwards, apparent 
in Mills and his associates. It is cherished 
because of intimate relation of student 
and teacher, a spirit which is not preva- 
lent in many institutions and for this 
reason. May Williams not increase in 
members which dispels that association 
as well as the true classmate relation to 
one's alma mater." The able senator en 
livened his talk with amusing anecdotes 
and amid the most enthusiastic applause, 
concluded by dwelling on the nobility of 
American public We, exhorting the gradu- 
ating class to set up a high ideal, follow it 
constantly and said all would become 
some day noble figures in the history of 
manhood. 


Dr. Carter then introduced Martin I. 


Townslned, '33, of Troy, as the "Eye of 
Celestial Brightness." The aged Trojan 
spoke briefly, comparing student: life of 
today with that of his time. He said that 
Williams taught men how to be learned 
men and that Williams graduates ought 
to be in the future, champions of civiliza- 
tion in the world, as they had been in the 
past, noting: such graduates as President 
Garfleld, President Dole of Harvard. 
He 


concluded by strongly expressing hcsiil- 


ity of Mugwumpery and inactivity of 
ruling men of the republic. 


Dr. Patterson of Rochester Theological 


seminary, spoke wittily and not being a 
college man, said that he was comparable 
to Adam in not having a commencement, 
but differed in that he had obtained an 
honorary degree of LL. D., while Adams 
has just missed securing the honorary de- 
grees of the fig leaf. 


Professor Raymond of the class of '66, 


was the next called upon, and as chairman 
of the committee of appointments for al- 
umni trustees, to be voted for next year, 
announced these names: Rev. William M. 
Grosvenor, '85, of Lenox; Rev. Joseph E.

WHAT BERKSHIRE HAS DONE. 


THE CENTURY FOR JULY WILL PAY OUR 


COUNTY A TRIBUTE. 


It Has Done More Than Its Share to Shape 


the Life or the Country, is the 


Opinion or Arthur Lawrence. 


The Century magazine to be issued next 


Saturday will contain an article by Arthur 
Lawrence which pays a notable tribute to 
our 
Berkshire country. Mr. Lawrence 


writes that it is a little land, but one 
which has contributed more than its share 
to the forces which have shaped and are 
shaping the life of our country and our 
time. Before the Philadelphia Congress 
of 1776, or the famous Mecklenburg con- 
vention of 1775, a congress of deputies 
from the several towns in Berkshire met 
at Stockbridge, John Ashley being presi- 
dent, Theodore Sedgwick secretary, and 
some sixty delegates being in attendance. 
A covenant was agreed upon, to be signed 
by the people of the country, engaging 
"not to import, purchase, or consume, or 
suffer any person for, by, or under them 
to import, purchase, or consume in any 
manner whatever, any goods, wares, or 
manufactures which should arrive in 
America from Great Britain, from and 
after the first day of October next, or 
such other time as should be agreed upon 
by the American Congress; nor any goods 
which should be ordered from thence 
from and after that day until our charter 
and constitutional rights should be re- 
stored." 


Before the battles of Concord and Bunk- 


er Hill a regiment of mlnute-med had 
been formed, and the Berkshire men were 
on the march for Cambridge and Bunker 
Hill the day after the news of the battle 
of Lexington was received. In the trying 
times and critical periods which followed 
the Revolution, the hardest blow which 
was struck at Shay's rebellion w as at Shef- 
field. It was Mumbet, the ex-slave and 
faithful servant in the Sedgwick family, 
whose case drew forth the judicial deci- 
sion that the soil of Massachusetts could 
not hold a slave. Under the haystack at 
Williamstown began the movement which 
has girdled the world with a chain of 
American missions, while in Stockbridge 
was born and now lies buried the man 
over whose grave are carved the sim- 
ple and significant words, "Cyrus West 
Field, to whose courage, energy, and per- 
severence the world owes the Atlantic ca- 
ble." In a little study, hardly larger than 
a closest, looking out upon Bear Moun- 
tain, was done much of the work of the 
work of the codifying of procedure and of 
laws which the civilized world associates 
with the name of David Dudley Field.

went to school in the single village of 
Stockbridge.

Notw ithstanding our Monroe doctrine, 


thf fhanjics of European politics ha\ e for 
u^ a practical interest, and, where this 
elt.mint is not pronounced, they still have 


H "-pei-iilative interest. And, of Jill these 
changts, those of the British government 
have most interest, because we compre- 
hend them best. 


The present change of ministry thi-re is 


not very exciting even in that kingdom, 
and it affects us only with reference tothe 
.silver question,and the contributions to be 
solicited here for Irish candidates in the 
Parliamentary election whose approach it 
has hastened. 


Its effect upon the silver question is 


connected not with the change itself, but 
•Aith the chances of the election it has- 
tens. Sir William Harcourt, the leader in 
the House of Commons of the Liberal 
.Ministry just resigned, was thought to 
liave materially hindered an international 
bimetallic congress by the announcement 
he recently made of England's determi- 
nation to stand for gold ; but Mr. Balibur, 
who ib to lead the House of Commons for 
the Conservatives until the dissolution of 
P.-niament, and who is expected to eon- 
tinui that leadership in the event of Con- 
st i vath e success in the election that will 
follov,, is pronounced for international 
bi-mitalism, and his present position has 
alivady been commented upon as favora- 
bly affecting the calling of an interna- 
tional conference for that cause. The 
infert-st of Americans in English poli- 
tics has usually been connected with the 
Liberal party there, but, if the Tories, or 
Constrvathes, as there present tennis, 
,i«d their present allies, the Unionists-]/ib- 
crals, led by the Duke of Devonshire iind 
Mr. Chamberlain, would help us to a set- 
tlement of our troublesome Silver ques- 
tion by furthering an international agree- 
•nent upon the currency use of that metal 
in connection with gold, the next British 
election will be of great consequence 
here.

A TEST CASE FILED. 


A Pittsfield Firm Decides Not to Con- 


test the Law. 


The case of James Wilson, of the firm of 


Wilson & Horton, for violation of the em- 
ployers' specifications act which was 
passed at the last session of the legisla- 
ture, was before the Pittsfield district 
court Tuesday morning, and the papers 
were filed, Mr. Wilson agreeing to comply 
with the terms of the law. Mr. Wilson's 
intention originally was to test the con- 
stitutionality of the law, which requires 
manufacturers to post on their looms the 
details of the composition of their goods, 
and he has been in correspondence with 
leading manufacturers in the eastern 
part of the state in relation to the matter. 
The Manufacturers' association secured 
the opinion of ex-Governor William E. 
Russell and on his advice it was decided 
that the ohances of getting the law de- 
clared unconstitutional were too small to 
warrant a test case being brought by the 
association. Mr. Wilson was advised of 
this decision, and by agreement his case 
in the district court was disposed of with- 
out further ceremony.

Plunkett was counsel for Mr. Wilson and 
Register Fred R. Shaw represented the 
commonwealth. The complaint was en- 
tered by State Inspector Howe of this 
town, whose duty it is to enforce the law. 
Mr. Howe says there is less prejudice 
against the law than there was soon after 
it was passed and that most manufacturers 
now regard it as a good thing.

Doings of the Supreme Lodge's First Day's 


Session at Boston. 


BOSTOX, Juno 27.—Immediately after 


the opening of the session of the Indepen- 
dent Order of Good Templars, Right 
Worthy Grand Templar Dr. Mann ap- 
pointed a credential committee, who re- 
ported 200 candidates in waiting, and the 
candidates were initiated. 


Joseph Malius,right worthy grand coun- 


cilor, iu his report, gives an extended re- 
port of the various grand lodges of the Old 
World contributing to the mission funds, 
and dwells, to some extent, 011 the generos- 
ity of the grand lodges of Scotland and the 
grand lodges in the British isles. 


The membership in the juvenile branch 


of the order as well as the adult shows a 
slight decrease in sections affected by the 
late flnancfal depression. 


All through the United States the order 


was neither gaining nor losing members. 


The membership, according to the re- 


port, is 580,603, of which the juvenile 
branch claims 158,505. 


There are 84 grand lodges, representing 


12,5SH) subordinate lodges, composed of 
nearly all the nations in the world. 


The Order's Aims. 


In his annual address the right worthy 


grand templar has drawn the attention 
of the members to the fact that though a 
loss in membership is reported, it should 
be put down UK a gain when the experience 
of other organizations within the past two 
years is thought of. 


Among other things he says: "We are 


not here to help throw ton overboard, but 
to Me vise ways and means whereby we 
m,r, i ventually throw the rum power over- 
board, iiud rid the world of the accursed 
international cancer. 


''Should we not strive for that end with 


unceasing vigilance, when the tlags of our 
proud countries float o'er land and sea 
with equal protection for the saloon and 
for our homos, churches and 
schools? 


Aye, more, as by the protection of the 
saloon the danger to our homes, churches 
and schools is increased, and a withering 
blight flaunted in their pathway. 


"We come together to open the 37th ses- 


sion of this international supreme body, 
for the purpose of legislating for the purity 
of our countries and homes, and protect- 
ing them from the poisoning pestilence of 
the drink scourge." 


In his report as superintendent of mis- 


sions for the western hemisphere Dr. 
Mann gives praise to several of the foreign 
missionaries.

Mission Work. 


In regard to the mission work on the 


other side he lias tins to say: ''I must 
be permitted to .speak of the work of one 
of our lecturer.-, on the other hemisphere. 
I allude to Sister Gray, who has done, in 
the face of untold obstacles and unpleas- 
ant opposition, a grand and praiseworthy 
mission work.
